He Make, a Roply to the Charge aad Also 
M*kM an Appeal to thtt Public— Th« 
Mtaatlaa Vaahaafad a«4 Wo laiatadlat* 
Froapeet of a lattlamaat. 

Nr.w Y'lHK, Anir. 22. Jnst befi^re 
Doon Mr. Po'.vdiuly luaile the following 
statement rektivi' to the cliaige of con- 
•I^aoy, whicli, it is said, tlia railroad 
eompanjr is prassing : 

"We have nothing to dread from the 
grf.iul .inry. 'Wa hnra riolatad no law; 
neither have we advised the violation 
of ariv law, either state or National. 
We have no objection to a fair and im- 
pat-tial investigation, and have, in fact, 
bren seeking it. It it also true that we 
have boeu HUadowed ever linoe onr ar- 
rivid here. They have watched onr 
everjr movement, hoping to catch some 
incendiary remark. Wnether the men 
were right or not in qnittinjf work we 
do net say. That they had a right to 
do lo is not diiipnted. They have re- 
frained from violence, and so they have 
nothing to fear. Vi hile the Vanderbilt 
dyoasU- feel that they own the courtH, 
we feel ttiut they cannot bhape justice 
to suit tlieir own ends. If, however, 
anch a thing can be done it is better tu 
know it now than later." 

Grand Chief Sweeney, of the Switch- 
men's Brotherhood, said that the conn- 
eel came here in the interest of harmony 
and tried to reach a friendly couclnsioii. 
and failing in this they have not up to 
the present time either endoi'sed or af- 
firmed the stand taken by the Knights 
of Labor. "It was our determination 
to bring about a settlement, if it were 
poHfiible, as we do not want the men U> 
quit work, and by so doing make potisi- 
ble • National tie-up/' said Mr. 
Bwecney. "Since we have been here 
there has positively been no unanimous 
change from the podtlon assumed when 
we first arrived. Another thing, there 
has bean no nnanimons opinion formed 
by the encative oooncil of the federa- 
tMO that the company were making an 
attack on oer orgMiiBations. On the 
contrary, we have Seen divided on the 
subject. The reason for oonvoiing the 
supreme council waa because tiie re- 
sponsibility was tea heavy for the four 
men of the eseontive board to 
shoulder." 

Mr. Sweeney did not leave for Terre 
Haute us at tirst reported, but says he 
will be there on Saturday and iittend 
tbe meeting of the supreme council. 

At 1 ii'clock the executive committee 
of Dibtnct 840, KnighU of Labor, ar- 
rived at the St. Cloud notel and began a 
conference with the executive ^ard. 
The object of the conference was said to 
be for the purpose of makinK all ar- 
rangemeiitfc for the coming "tie-up," and 
to sireugihen any week pwces along the 
line.

J. Holland, to New York with instruc- 
tiotis to u.se all possible efforts to bring 
about an amicai)le adjustment of the 
difficulty. On his arrival in New York, 
after a c inference with the representa- 
tives of the district assembly, in the 
cour-^i; of whicli he obtained a full 
kiiowlcd^'.' of the trouble from the 
hlandi>ouit of the men. waited upon 
Mr. 11. \Valter \Ve1)l), third vice presi- 
dent and acliiiLC manager of the 
(■oiiiji;iny.

•'Mr. VVeltb frequently declared that he 
Would not di iju.ss the matter with finy- 
one not an ••mijloyu of the comp.'iny ai;d 
closed the interview. F'iiiding .-lU eliorts 
to eliect a peaceable settlement of their 
grievaiK''s impoiioible, and being con- 
vinced that it was only a question of 
time when they w.)uld one an 1 all be dis- 
chai,i;ed unl(-t(.s they forleitcd ilieir m iii- 
hiKid and aliaiidoiied their jirivileges as 
citizens of a free country by renouncing 
tJieii' rigliis to join their fello\v> in or- 
^ani;-.ation calculated to protect tlicii- 
just rights svuliout intreiu-liin^; iip.^ii 
those of other-!, the district t..vi'( iiii\ e 
board had no alteniai i\ e but to oril. r a 
Strike, wliich iliey did.

morning Mr. John Devlin, of the gen- 
eral executive board, and myself waited 
on Mr. Tottcey, general manager, and 
endeavored to have the matter arbitrat- 
ed or investigated. Mr. Toucey was 
emphatic in his refusal. On the after- 
noon of that day Mr. Webb was visited 
and he reiterated what Mr. Toncey had 
said. It was suggested to him that dis- 
interested parties hear and determine. 
It wa.s also suggested that during the 
investigation the strike be declared oflf 
and the investigation proceeded with. 
That WHS refused. 

"Then Mr. Webb refused my proiHJsi- 
tion that he sit with nie in the presence 
of the men wlio were disciiarj^ed and 
allow nie to (jUrstii n thcin in liis ))res- 
ence that I iiiinht kr ow the facts of the 
case and be liettcr able to arrive at i 
decision. Mr. Devlin then asked if he 

was to underst.and that Mr. Webb as- 
sume.', that the public and the employes 
had no rights that he was bound to con- 
fidcr. a-.d if he k'olfed Upon the matter 
simply as tnough the railroad was his 
owii private property. If so, there was 
no nee<l ot saying anything furthcf. Mr. 
Webb hesitated ;.ud then ttv„'k refuge in 
silence. The public may have formed 
erronenviB iinpres-^ions of the position of 
the kiiiirht-- in the controversy. We do 
U 't pretend to dictate tt) the cotnpany 
that it shall not discharge employes, but 
in all fairiussthe discharged maa should 
be tol I why he is uiis.sed. 

"Dni iny; the session of the state legis- 
l.-itni. . ihe Kiiiirb's nf Labor, of New 
Yoriv, were ac;i\e in the jiassage of the 
^^e.■!^•iy i iiy liilJ. 'I'lie c, imnittee of the 
kiiiKie-. representing the employes of 
tile New York Central ridlroad, were 
met at AUiain' by the aitoi neys of the 
railway and iirow-iHatcn. questioned 
.'iiid terrorized. S.>ine of the members 
of tliat cntiiinittee. who were at the 
time eni]iloyed hv the New York Cen- 
Ir.al. were dischari^ed wiilioiit any 
given c.iuse. There is not a doubt in 
the minds of the ci iinmittee that these 
men were singled out for endeavoring 
to secure tlu; passage of the above-men- 
tioned l.iw. 

' .\fter tlioronghly investigatiiii; the 
causes which le 1 to the strike, and after 
making everv eff> .rt in their power to 
induce the (mnpan/ to arbitrate or sul)- 
mit to an investigation by imi)artial 
men the question at ishue. tlie general 
executive i)oard have liy an unanimous 
vote <leterniiiied to standby the men 
who, wlietiier tlieir strike was opport- 
tune or not, had no alternative oooalBt- 
ent with their manhood. 

i have no doubt t hat it is the deter- 
min iiion of tlie man.-igement to destroy 
the organization of l.ibor along the line 
(){ tlie New York Central, unless that 
organiz.ation subserviently bends its 
knee to the will of the Vanderbilts. 
I )uri 11},' tlie controversy Messrs. Toucey 
and Webl) stated and repeate<l the state- 
ment that ihe men were not discharged 
liecause they were Knights of Labor, 
and they expect tlie jmblic to believe 
them, simply Ix cause they say so. Both 
of these gentlemen <leiiy certain thiniis 
in nlatioii to the conversatioi. x/ith iiu', 
which both Mr. De\ liii and myself are 
pveii.ired to make atlidavit to. I may 
therefore l)e excused if I am not pre- 
jiared to accept as true beyond (piestion 
any denial by them of statements made 
by men whose words should be ol e(iual 
value with theiiH. 

"Everything that could in honor >>e 
done to t+'rminatc" the strike on an hon- 
orable basis for the men was lb. no, and 
the alternative of uiicoiiditi in.i; » ;id ab- 
solut<- siu render on t lie pan .il 1 iie men or 
a jirotesi aj^'ainst the tyriumy of the otH- 
cials of the New York CeiUi;ti and ilud- 
s. n Ki\ er raili ad was preM iited to us. 
I'lider ihi; cir<uiiistanues it would l>e 
unmanly, it would he cowardly and 
unv.ortliy of the sons of men wiioni two 
hemispheres sli ni^gled ;ind died for the 
ri:chl ol lii.nianit.w We did not seek 
the qil.iirel. Tim ^.'eneial e.xecutive 
board knew nothing of it until it was 
tin U'-t U] ou them, .iiid now that we 
li,i\ (' to face it we ask ut' the entire onler 
of the Knights of Labor to come to our 
a.--si>iance with men to win the strike. 

"Weaieuol craving for sympathy. 
We are not in need of moral snpjioi t. 
We ha\e to lif<h' a power wiiich owi-s 
its lofty lieariuLf to the wealth it has 
piled 11)) from the labor ut its ein)iloyes. 
Untold iniilioiis ;(ie its coiiiinand. and 
We w.int inonoy to c.n-ry o.i the strug- 
gle. W e ..sii all members of orjianizcd 
labor to coiue to o.ir aid. We n it only 
.•i»k labor ( ig ini/.atioiis. but we ask of 
the great jiiililu' bevoiul our orKaniza- 
tion of labor to come to our relief. It is 
not iiec.mse u few cents nioi.- .i d.iy, or 
some iialuy Concession to the nieii was 
requueil lli.it this >trike was precipitat- 
ed. The real animus lies in the fact 
thai our orUcr has been struKufling with 
the que.-<tio,i- wlii.'h concern l\.>' control 
oftru.-is, corp. irations and syii.iicates 
by tiie .Ve!-iii:ieill of the people. The 
.•illieii fi ire, s of the Kni;j'hls of I,alior 
and ilu! Fa' iiiei s' Alliance .iri- marching 
on to \\ ;idiin:,ton to .--ei uie |egi..laiioii 
favorable to the wh..le peo)ile and 
secure the .e,.eal of cerlain iin.iu-. law..-,

"We :ue lot the disorderly iilol) vliat 
thejiaiiei - |iaint u .. 'J lie orderlx' and 
i.iw-.ibidii l; conduct of th.' men on 
strike l>.i- Won the aiiiniralioii of the 
pniilic, ;ii:d yet tlu* best f elin;,'^ ■ .f the 
coiiiinunitv li.'tve been oiitiaged by the 
intro luciion of an armed foiie under 
1 1 nnnand of Robert I'mkei toii, .a man 
\\lio holds no ciiiiimission from state 
or nation to lecruit <'r arm men I .:■ mil- 
il.uy duty. Had the intere-t of the 
state of Xeu- Yol k required it til' .e are 
man y t lioiiH.ii.ds of old veter;in Idlers 
Witlnn h T oorders who faced li.'at h a 
quai ti r ')f a l ontiiry ago.

lawful act of any kind. We are pledged 
to maintain the law. We will obey the 
legal commands of the stjife but not of 
the corp. r.it ion which defies public opin- 
ion and has no regard for justice wnen 
dealing with its employee. Conciliation 
aud arbitration can deal with the most 
intricate questions of dispute. The un- 
christian attitude of the New York Cen- 
tral (.ilhcials are best illustrated by the 
manner in which they violate the laws 
of the land through their agents. 

"During this strike Roliert Pinkerton 
is the agent of that railroad company. 
He advertises for men. tiiey respond, 
and are hired without regard' to qualifi- 
cations or manhood. Apparently the 
brute alone is sought for. aud such 
creatures as will do any deed of de>- 
peration best apjireciated. Adolph 
Palleshek came to .iie Aug. 10 and made 
an affidavit that he was hired in New 
York by the New York Ceut.al railroad 
as a watchman and sent to Albany, and 
upon arriving there wa.sha.i.irl ii c -m- 
uiission appointing lii.n a di , ny siie.itf 
without expe.ise to the county, and 
given a club and pistol and told "to use 
ihem. Palleshek • uld scane'..^ speak 
the iLiiglish language. 

■ t will be Well to ask why blank coni-

ia' .; d a" • pia' cd tit the di-posal of 
Robert l iiik-'rion to be placed in the

the lives of our members. He replied 
that he did not think the present situa- 
tion would warrant the aiiiiointniHut. 

"H. Waiter Webb anpla^ da the action 
of tlie Piin<ertoiis iu sliooting, aud says 
they uid right. H. Walter Webb never 
did one stroke of work to secure the 
wealth he now abuses. It -amn to him 
by inheritance, and he doe.^ not fully 
appreciate it, and regards it as some- 
thing to be used for himielf alone. The 
older Vanderbilt was a workman and 
knew something about the feelings of 
the man who toils. It was during his 
day that thu record of the New York 
Central for generous treatment of work- 
men was made, and not under the pres- 
ent management." 

In conduBion Mr. Powderlv says: 

"The Knights «rf Labor hold them- 
selves in readiness now and will con- 
tinue to hold themselves ready to yield 
to the will of the public in the matter. 
The company ou the other hand holds 
itself above nnd superor to public opin- 
ion. I would here ask the men still in 
the employ of the New Y'ork Central 
and Hudson River railroad whether it 
be not to their interest to stand by and 
support those who are striking to vindi- 
cate the common right to organize. The 
general executive board will conduct this 
contest with all of their ability within 
the law and without violence. To do 
this, we require funds, and that at once. 
I'lihlic spirited citizens, who believe in 
fair play, are asked to contribute to the 
liberty fund in aid of th^' striking em- 
ployes of the New Y'orK Central and 
Hudson River railroad.

VICTIMS OF THE WRECK. 

('■indltlon of Those That Wei'e Injured ou 
till- Obi <'ol«iiiy llHilr«i;<l. 

Bi isT< IN, Aug. 22. —It is thought now 
the body of the victim of Tuesday s dis- 
aster remaining unidentilied at Under- 
taker Hull's is that of a Worcester 
woman, as in the pocket of the deceased 
has been found an excursion ticket from 
that city. 

The bodies of the members of the 
Fenley tiimily who were 1-illed have 
beeu taken to the Congregational 
chapel, awaiting the arrival of Mr. Feu- 
ley. The condition of those at the hos- 
pital, at Mrs. Lanes' and at Mrs, Carrs', 
who were considered as in danger uf 
death, remains uuchauged. No addi- 
tional deaths are reported. 

The ofHcial investigation into the ac- 
cident waa begun at the company's 
offices yiisterday by the railroad com- 
missioners. Chairman Crocker stated 
that the purpose of the investigaticu 
was not to ascertain liabilities or what 
claims the injured may have on the 
road, but to learn the exact cause of the 
accident and what can be done tu pro- 
tect the public iu future. 

General Manager Kendrick, of the 
old Colony, was tirst called. In re- 
8])onse to queries from Chaiiuian 
Crocker, he said the wrecked train con- 
sisted of 1( couiotive and nine cars and 
coniained ^IV passengers. Car 2oii, in 
which the fatalities occuiTed, had 
seventy passengem. 

Several witnesses were sworn and 
Conductor hteadmau of the ill-fnied 
train took the stand. The important 
part of his tesiinioiiy was that jnst 
before the uccideut, while lo' i;ini< from 
the baggage-car, he saw u gravel train 
approuciiiiig on the other track and a 
gang of laiairers shift from that track to 
the one he was on; the engineer sounded 
the danger signal and the Iti borers 
juniix'd from the track. Witness then 
saw un u) night object about ihree feet 
high direc.iy between the rails ot the 
track. Ho could not state it.i nature, 
but anticiitttted trouble from it and im- 
mediately laid him&:elf flat on his face in 
the center of the car. The train jimii ed 
the track aim- st instantly, the baggage 
flew about the witness and he ri-'ceived 
several injuries. As »ooii at. he could 
get out he sent a man back with a flag 
and then assisted in the work of resi ue. 
lie stated that the upright object was 
lust where the laborers jumped fr<;m. 
The train whs running tnirty miles an 
hour, the usual speed at the point bein^ 
thirty-three. 

Some important testimony was given 
by the baggagemaster and orakeman. 

J. T. Thomas, of (^uincy, 'conductor 
of the gravel train referred to, heard the 
danger signal from Engineer Babcock 
ou the Vineyard train. Witness saw 
"a track-juck,'' standing between the 
rails; OQuld notteU wltfthecor not it VM 



clainpeU to the trac^k. His train had 
gone some distance before he learned 
that the accident; had happened; had no 
doubt the "jack" caused it

All the ma "hinery in the factory was 
destroved and the windows of the house.4 
for blocks around the building were 
broken. The fatally injured were sent 
to Chicaifo uu a Hook Idlaiid train to be 
conveyed to the county hospital. One 
of the injured is reported to have died 
on the way to the hosiritaL
